Four Sites 'Recommended' for Junior College 


Unofficial Report 
Issued by State 
After Survey 


An "unofficial" report from the slate division of 
School House Planning today listed four acceptable sites 
for the College of the Desert, ending months of research 
on possible locations for the new desert area junior col­ 
lege. 
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The C oachella V alley Ju n io r Col­ 
lege D istrict 
B oard of T rustees 
is now expected to select one of 
th e four recom m ended 
locations 
a s their junior college site. 


BUT, CAUTIONED d istrict ad 
nd n istrativ e assistan t Gail Brum- 
v ell, "it m ay be som e tim e before 
th e site is chosen." 
"T he board m ust check w i t h 
property ow ners before they pick 
th e site they w an t." B rum w ell ex­ 
plained. pointing out th at negotia­ 
tions on pro p erty sales could de­ 
lay the final decision. 
State officials selected the four 
sites after carefu l study of some 
40 prospective locations — includ­ 
ing some offered "fre e " to the dis­ 
trict. 


TH E F O U R SITES rated as 
"accep tab le" by the s ta te follow 


lections w ere graded on a basis 
of one to four points, one point 
being th e highest and four t h e 
lowest. 


T he site having th e lowest total 
points w as therefore tiie p r i m e 
state choice. 


In this respect, the first choice 
m ay h a \c a low rating on acces­ 
sibility but m ay ran k high in loca­ 
tion and environm ent, n r o t h e r 
lectors, m aking it the m ost de­ 
sirab le from an overall point of 
view.

The Hot Rivet 
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Adoption O f State W ater Plan Tops 
Achievements O f 1959 Legislature 


The State Legislature has Just con­ 
cluded one of its most productive ses­ 
sions in California's century long his­ 
tory of law-making. 
Not only was the total number of bills 
passed, and signed, in excess of the last 
previous session, but several of the ac­ 
tions taken were of the weightiest con­ 
sequences in terms of lasting statewide 
significance. 
What will make the 1959 session long 
remembered as one of monumental 
achievement was the final ending of the 
decade of deadlock between the North 
and South in the Legislature and the 
passage of a stupendously im portant 
State W ater Plan. 
As a result of this signal agreement 
the people of California will have an op­ 
portunity to vote on the constitutional 
measure to Implement its construction 
at the next general State election in No­ 
vember of 1960. 
There is little doubt of overwhelming 
public approval for a program which 
even though it will require years to con­ 
struct and cost some billions of dollars, 
will eventually result in a complete 
statewide network of canals and power 
plants providing extensive and adequate 
w ater and power to supply all sections 
of California for generations to come. 
Proper w ater supply and distribution 
are In fact a mandatory necessity in view 
of California’s burgeoning population 


and relief can not be too soon in arriv­ 
ing. 
Scond significant rsult oí th e recent 
session was the tremendous Increase in 
tax levies to greatly increase income. 
Due to a combination of inflation and 
zooming population, the State’s reserve 
surplus had reached the vanishing point 
in recent years. To balance the budget 
and provide for increased costs, the 
largest tax hikes in California history 
were adopted and passed on to consum­ 
ers and several brackets of general tax­ 
payers. Thus another controversy was 
resolved albeit with “paniful” conse­ 
quences to the payers. 
And, for better or for worse, more 
bills than usual were passed through the 
legislative hopper. At the close of the 
session Governor Brown had signed 
1,109 measures and vetoed 28 as com­ 
pared to 1,069 signed and 23 vetoed by 
former Governor Knight at the previous 
session. And approximately 1,000 addi­ 
tional bills still awaited the signature 
of Governor Brown prior to the end of 
the 30-day "pocket veto" period. 
All in all, Governor Brown as the 
prime mover of the State W ater Plan 
and the Legislature both turned in rec­ 
ords of exceptional achievement, one 
which on the whole will go down in the 
archives as a banner session of accom­ 
plishment for a bigger and better Cali­ 
fornia.

GERMANY WILL unite, never 
fear, and the forces of reunion 
are so homely, so incorporated 
within human nature, that they 
a re hard to sec and even harder 
to nam e. It is only presumption 
and intellectual arrogance on the 
p art of statesm en and m ilitary 
conquerors 
which 
make 
them 
tell us that they—and not God 
—decide national m atters. 
In his surpassing m asterpiece. 
"W ar and P eace." Tolstov finds 
that the titanic struggle for Eu­ 
rope in the Napoleonic era final­ 
ly turned upon the destiny of 
hum ble peasants and soldiers, 
and not upon the brilliant plans 
of the generals whose orders, in 
any event, w ere usually thw art­ 
ed or disabused. 


THE SAME IS bound to come 
true in G erm any 
again. 
T h e 
Russians do not 
belong there, 
and neither do we. At the mom­ 
ent the Russians are s t r o n g 
enough to resist <*ir will to oust 
them, even if w e dared try it. 
And the Western powers, led by 
the Americans, are too strong 
to be driven backw ards by the 
Russians, who also do not dare 
risk a nuclear w ar 
But the force which will send 
the Russians home, and us home 
is growing in the G erm an chil­ 
dren whose grannies, 
perhaps, 
live across the border, and in 


the G erm an farm ers, m i n e r s 
and m erchants, to whom the bor­ 
der is too much of a nuisance 
to last. 


ANOTHER AND alm ost Inde­ 
finable spirit broods over Ger­ 
many and w ill make itself known. 
It is a spirit which I and doubt­ 
less millions of other Americans 
have felt in visiting our o w n 
sacred battlefields, such as Get­ 
tysburg. Men who have known 
the sustained shock of battle are 
able to w rite about it better than 
those of us w'ho have, like my­ 
self. known only a little or none 
at all. 
To explain something a b o u t 
G erm any, the death place and 
battleground of so m any nation­ 
alities 
h ere is a 
magnificent 
passage from R. W. Thompson's 
history called "Battle for t h e 
Rhine." He says, in describing 
an assault by British - Canadian 
troops upon German positions: 


"N O REWARD» OF p e a c e 
could have Induced men to this 
patience, to this raadine«* for 
incessant effort, to labor till they 
dropped, to live in mud. and oft­ 
en to sleep in it. to live upon 
biscuit and bully beef . . . above 
all. to die, to crawl over wire 
and mines to drag back some 
person unknown, to share a last 
cigarette , , . 
"It w as — and is — a miracle 
. 
.. a platitude of w ar 
. . a 
phenomenon, perhaps of human 
perversitv. perhaps a pointer to 
th e possibility of human great­ 
ness . . . a vision as unattain­ 
able as the Holv Grail, proving 
w hat might be." 
Well, the German soil a n d 
peoples have known this searing 
experience, and I take it to be 
one of the incalculable factors in 
events that are forming today, 
and are still to come
